By Gas and Electricity 


The question of power and fuel for 


tho various pumping plants of tho Co- 
vina district is one that has been re- 
ceiving the earnest attention oC thu di- 
rectorates for several months. 


La Pucnto Co-operative Wator com- 


pany, tho largest pumping plant in the 
West Covina district, has installed two 
150 horse-power electric motors at a 
cost of $3000. The power will be sup- 
plied by tho Southern California Edi- 
son Company. Tho officers of the cor- 
poration state that these motors havo 
boon installed as an experiment, based 
on figures relatives to cost of operating 
furnished by tho power company. They 
wilt still maintain thoir steam plant in- 
tact. 


Tho Covina Irrigating Company has 


entered into u contract with the Mouth - 
ern Counties Gas Company to furnish 
fuel for their largo pumping plant on 
tho Han Bernardino road, near Baldwin 
I'urk. The gas corpora.ton will extend 
their mains on the Run Bernardino road 
to supply this now service.

Harn construction- has made greater 


progress than building of any other 
sort. And n great deal of this prog- 
ress has hwn brought about by the In- 


their backs to the sun. So this 
become an accepted practice in harn 
planning. 


Through the center of the bnm runs 


the feed alley, the mangers being on 
either side. Contrast this with the old 
system of bnving to carry feed around 
the horse or cow to the manger built 
against the wall. On either side of 
the barn is a litter alley, usually pro- 
vided w!ih a carrier running on an 
overhead trnck. 
While this barn is 


only 30 by 40 feet the same plan can 
be used on n larger barn, with the ex- 
ception that the feed alley will be 
made wide enough so that a wagon 
may be driven through it, nnd when 
larger numbers of cows are kept a 
silo will be added. 


In the floor plan that accompanies 


the perspective of the harn it will 
fie noticed that the foul air flues are 
plnced In the walls and lend to tho 
ventilator on the ridge. These flues 
follow the walls nnd roof, thus making 
the mow space clear of obstructions. 


Hanging the barn doors has engaged 


the attention of the manufacturers of 
burn equipment during the lust few 
years and nowadays they are so hung 
that they open as easily as the door 
in n home. 
An enclosed track, weath- 


er and bird proof, is put over the door 
and ball-bearing wheels follow it. 


Care in Planning Necessary. 


Competent builders in every com- 


munity now are familiar with modern 
barn construction. 
They know how 


the barn should be built so that the 
.greatest profit may be made from the 
live stock it houses. The prospective 
barn builder should exercise as much 
i-iii'e in planning tills building us he 
would in erecting a home, for on the 
plan depends whether or not he con- 
ducts his live stock business in the 
most efficient way.

ment stations and the agricultural col- 
leges. These investigations have prov- 
en that a cow or a horse, or even a 
hog, must huve a clean, well-lighted 
place In which fresh air carl circulate 
freely In order to be healthy and in 
consequence as productive as possible. 


As n result, the barns that are now 


j erected are planned so that these fea- 


tures arc Included. 
Lack of water 


meant less milk, so running water Is 
now carried to each stall; a cold barn 
hud tha additional effect of requiring 
a greater amount of feed, in order that 
the animal might bo kept warm; lack 
of sunshine meant that the barn was 
o breeding place for all sorts of dls- 


as great as the need for homes. With 
wheat at .$2.26 a bushel and other 
grains in proportion, none of them will 
be wasted. And it is sheer waste to 
house the live stock in poorly con- 
structed barns, where they will require 
a greater amount of fuel in the shape 
of feed than they would In a tight 
burn, where water Is available. There 
Is no place where work can be so 
lightened on the farm as in the barn. 


In considering the care of live stock, 


the silo should be also 
considered. 


One-third of the feed value of the corn 
is in the stalk. To allow this feed to 
he lost ia another waste that should 
be eliminated. The silo provides tho 
live stock with fresh nourishing food

folks, how often your faces hnve pass-1 
ed before me in this last month. Per"! 
haps, since this heading looks pretty i 
gruesome, I had best begin at the 
"now" 
and work back. I have been 


very ill in this hospital nearly n month. 
A few of you who knew-.me best warn- 
ed me against just what happened. 
"I took it too hard." More times than 
I can, count I have remembered the 
kind advice given to me at that last 
school board meeting . I attended. 
I 


. thought nothing could overthrow me. 


But this is France. No one who is not 
here can know the need of our work 
here. 


Danger and death spur men to their 


highest ideals. Few fell on account of 


wr-nknpss during the fighting time, but 


1 now the inspiration is gone. The men 
are sent hither and yon, in casual con- 
voys, not knowing why or where. They 
don't get their mail for months nt. n 
time. They don't get their pay for 
longer thfta that. They arc blue; they 
ate homesick. 
It is cold, and rains 


without ceasing. The mud is simply be- 
yond description. 


I am at Rannes " Y'' hut, a big bali- 


wick that would cover a town lot—just 
inside the guard at Rannes barracks, 
Tours. There are from 7000 to 8000 
men in TCannes and tho adjoining bar- 
racks. It is hadquarters S. O. S. center. 
Miles and miles of army red tape are 
wound and unwound by soldiers pressed 
into official service, who were erstwhile, 
excellent mechanics. In this camp I 
think there are detachments of every 
known branch of army, navy, and mar- 
ine service. 


The winter has been a hard one. Thr 


"flu" has taken its awful toll daily. 
I have followed the marine band play- 
ing Chopin's funeral march and heard 
taps over open graves—always in the 
rain—until my heart was dead. 


What wonder that the boys, dropped 


from the tensest excitement into this 
comparative idleness, 
are desperate.

They 
cuss liko pirates and tear out in the 
rain and got tho flu or arc lured in by 
pretty Mademoiselles or fill up on vin 
blanc. 
And of tho three evils, it's 


thirty-three and one-third per cent of 
each. I don't count tho cussing. As u 
boy said to mo yesterday, "God knows 
I don't mean it when 1 use His name 
that way." They will get over it, but 
I, too, believe "God knows." 


I know you arc.all wondering why I 


do not write about tho big things of 
this situation. I can't; I'm too near it. 
You probably know a lot more about 
the general condition of things than I 
lo. I know thut we of tho A. E. F. 
and I use that expression with humble 
pride) arc not praying for mercy on 
Germany, and that wo want tho thing 
lettlod arid well settled—and wo want 
o get those boys home! The American 
•toldier is the finest handiwork that God 
over made, and when lie gets through 
jeing a soldier he is going to bo a 
much more wonderful man than before. 
True, war has broken a few. It hud to 
je. They arc human. But it has made 
more of them. 


I have hud very little to do with the 


officers. 
My work has been with the 


enlisted men. Thero arc some wonder- 
ful men in high places over hero. But 
it takes more than a Sarn Brown belt or 
even spurs to prove the timber of a 
man. 
And it was the ordinary (t) 


"doughboy" that won the glory that 
America drew in the finish. 
I do not 


care if he didn't even get " Ittt c:l" at- 
tached to his signature, if he came 
through that shell of battle, on earth 
or in air or sea, still the captain of hih 
own soul, take off your hut to him!

SPEAKS AT UNION SERVICE 


Adjutant Charles Brandon Booth of 


the Volunteers of America addressed a 
union Horvico of the niomborshipH of 
tho Baptist, 
Presbyterian, 
Christian, 


and Methodist churches in the Method- 
1st auditorium on Wednesday evening. 
Mr. Booth in tho son of Ballington and 
Maud Booth, whono successful reform 
work among tho inmates of tho num- 
erous 
penitentiaries 
of 
the 
United 


States, 
(luring 
tho past 
twenty-live 


years is well known. 


The speaker appealed for tho hu- 


mane treatment of tho men while in 
prison, adequate 
provision 
for 
their 


wives and families during their incar- 
ceration, and upon their reloaRO an op- 
portunity to redeem themselves by pro- 
viding employment at adequate wage. 


Ho paid a tributo to the Htato of 


Minnesota in UH method of handling 
the prison problem. In tho state poai- 
tontiary at Stillwator, Minnesota, there 
are today 1000 prisoners. These men 
aro well fed, well housed, and employ- 
ed in useful trades, netting tho stato 
each year one-half million dollars in 
ra«h piollts, in addition to bearing tho 
entire cost of the institution. In Cali- 
fornia, the speaker suid, we have 3500 
inmate;', of Sail Quentin and Folsom 
penitentiaries, 
which 
aro maintained 


at a cost to the taxpayers of tlio state 
of over half a million dollars annually. 


Mr. Booth 
urged 
thiil 
these men 


should be employed at useful trades, 
paid a fair wage, from $2 to $,'(.,50 a 
day, from which at the end of each 
•week the o|*irating cost of these pris 
ons should be deducted, which is now 
seventy-one cents per day for oai'h in- 
mate, and tlu> balance of each man's 
earnings sent to h's dependent wife and 
children, the man being required to en- 
dorse the check, so that he will have 
the knowledge that it is his own labor 
iiroviding maintenance for his family.

APPEARS BEFORE FRIENDS 


Tho happy experience of having a 


friend, given up as dead, appear before 
them strong and well, has been given 
to several people since tho close of the 
great war.
